THE JUICE OF IT IS VERY HEALTHY

And Has on Many Occasions Proved a Veri-
table Elixir of Life,

GREATLY RELISHED BY THE INDIANS.

We all wecessarily est to live, and it has
been reproachfully alleged againut the
human race that a good many of us appesr
to live mainly to eat, vet comparatively
few scem to realize that esting is anything
more than gratification of taste and nutri-
tive replacement of wasted tissue. But it
may be much more to the intelligent eater,
the one who comprehends that heslth or
disease, happiness or misery, perhaps we
may even say good morals or bad, are
slmost wholly matters dependent upon
proper or improper aslimentation. A
right thinking medioo-legal writar has
affirmed that no confirmed dyspeptic is
thoroughly sane or shonld be deemed
morally responsible for oacts of violence
perpetrated when his malady is gnawing at
hix vitals. But, without going to such an
extreme, it must be apparent to everyone
that impaired digestive functions play the
mischief with oanr physical, domestic,
social, and even our business well-being,
affect our mentality and shorten our exist-
ences, says the Aduier.can Anaiyaf.

Bad Results of Improper Enting.

And what causes such impairment? TIm-
proper esting. We get into the habit of
eating “whatever comes handiest,” or'*what
we are used to,” or we cultivate depraved
appetites for rich and outrageously seasoned
food, and naturally we suffer the conse-
quences. Do we reform the evil conditions
we have establivhed by reforming our hab-
its, giving to our stomachs, with thoughtful
care, the aliment our svstems demand, in
scoordance with their ever changing re-
quirements? Few of us do, Generally we
take some pills, “give the liver s shake-up,”
and go right along in the old ways Yet
kindly natore offers to us, in the infinite
variety of food with which fields, forests
and waters abound—particularly in this
favored country—not oaly the aliments to
nourish those who are well and keep them
&0, but to restore health to those who are
sick, 1f they only know how to awvail them-
selves of the means thus proffered. And of
all nature's ehoicest medicines, presented
temptingly under the gnise of a delicious
food, none is superior to the common clam,
or quahsug, whioh Is found in abundanee all
slong our Atlantic coast from Cape Cod to
Florida

Why the scientists should have bestowed
upon this succulent bivalve the scandalous
name of Venus mercenaria may be left to
guery and imagination; the Indian appells-
tion “‘quahaug” is certainly preferable for
common use. But no matter what it may
be called, it deserves to be held dear in re-
membrance as first and best of the numerons
family to which it belongs as one of human-
ity's best boons.

Preojudices Regarding the Clam.

An unfounded prejudice ageinst the clam
exists in the minds of many persons who be-
lieve that it 1s tough and indigestible. And
feeble-minded, would-be witlings have fos-
tered that error by their alleged jokes about
“the leatherny clam” and the “indestruct-
ible baked clam.” Butin faet the clam is
only tough and indis-rubbery when man has
ignorantly maltreated him to make him wo.
Providenoce never intended that the quahaug
should be eroked, any more than the straw-
berry. Both are finished products, master-
pieces in their respective kingdoms, as they
come frean trom the hand of nature, ana it
Is simple bratality to put either near a fire.

The sand clmn, Mys arenana, 18 an ai-
together different moliusk and should be
ocooked. Probably the nicest way to pre-
pare him is to stuff himn, through his siphon,
with finely mineed and highly seasoned salt
pork; atter folding back the siphon inside,
wire the shells tightly together and bake
the clam in an oven. There are various
ways of making the sand clam palatable,
but that is the best, and an experience of its
results will fasten & joy in the remembrance
of an epicure. The surprising “‘geoduck,”
or giant clam of the North Pacific coast, be-
longs to the sund elam tamily (the Myidas),
but is altogether too fearfullv enormous to
be contemplated from a culinary point of
view. The recipe slready recommended
would probably be a fallure 1t applied in
the treatment of a mollusk having a siphon
30 inches long and with eapacity for a half
bushel, more or less, of mineed salt pork;

Clams in ths Southern Ssss

Another monstrous clam found in the
China ses and the South Pacifie and Indian
oocans belongs to a thind femily, the
Tridachnidae, and more resembies in per-
sonal appesrance our beloved quahaug,
ﬂm:gh of course upon a stupendonsly mag-
vified scale, sinoe his shells are often up-
vard of two feet in length and specimens
have been found weighing, individually, as
much as 50 pounds. Whether anybody
stiempts eating him or not, we have no
present means of knowing. There would
seem 1o be serions difficulties in consuming
him as one should the quahsug, or round
olam, viz, by swallowing him whole; and
the boldest chet de cuisine or gastronomer
might well be dazed by the idea of worthily
aud satistactorily eooking such a gigaatic
mollusk. If the French philosopher was
right m fGguring that humanity in the
Adamic age attained an average height of
about 120 teet, then perhaps thers waz s
time when Tridaona was -.g;lirubtr suited
to his surroundings, and possibly Noah,
late as he came along in the world’s chron-
ology, was still man enough to enjoy as a
moruing nppetizer—when the brown taste
was in his mouth after a night's tussling
with the juice of the vine—a halt-dozen or
80 full grown clams of that sort, fresh off
the iee

Well Liked by the Indians,

But io these degenerate days we find
sufficient reasun to be amply satisfied with
the dimensions of our ordinary round elam
and to take delight ic its quality, notwith-
standing i's omivously suggestive seientific
pame of Venus mercenaria. The family to
whieh it belongs—the Veneridae—embraces
over 20 species, scattered almost every-
where that salt water is found, over the sur-
iace of the globe, and few of themare not at
least good, but the one whose praisex we
exall, our own beloved quahaug, is best of
all. The red man, long before the white
brought bim rom and redemption, knew the
virtues of the round olam aund his apprecia-
tion of them was w0 hich that he not onl
fenxted upon its Juicy flesh, but made hz
money (wampum) of its shells There is
something fuscinating, by the way, in the
idea of ordering at a restaurant bar "a peck
of raw clams™ and lpnylng for them with
their own shells.  Of course, the aboriginal
customm waried -lii:uy from that, but the
underlying prineiple was the same.

It i altogether Ible that this refer-
enee to the Indinn's fondness for clams may
inspire somebody to cite the Indian clam-
h.lw: which wsre traditional in Rhode
Island mnd Conneoticut, as precedents for
the cooking of the qu If 8o,
body will be wrong.

We eat it, for its flavor is
pleasing, it is nuiritious and it is very
easily digested—provided we have not
tourhened it by cooking—but what we are
really atter all the while, whether we
raalize the fact or onot, is the
juice. And no food ot which we
ean partake is so potent in restorative and
nutrient qualities as that same juice,
This has been matter of traditional knowl-
edge, practically slways, among dwellers
by the sea-const, but only sinece our eivil
war has the information spread inland for
the enlightenment of communities in which
the actual claim is never seen and ‘experi-
ence of him is onlg“bm‘.l by consumption of
his juice, which now become a staple
article of commerce.

'BLAZING OIL TANKS

Lightning Btrikes Two Big Iron
Tanks Near Washington.

26,000 BARRKLS ARE CONSUMED.

Good Wells in the Mehongld Field Bring Up
the Production.”

- REPORTS FROM TENNESSRE AND OHIO

The lightning was in a frisky mood in the
oil fields vesterday, and consequently old
General Average, the Bogie man of the oil
producer, wiil get his work in before many
days

Streaks of electricity
in the neighborhood of Washington
during the afternoon, and at 2:20
o'clock = 30,000 barrel tank on
the Hall farm, at Ewings station, eams in
contact with a playful streak. The oil in
the tank commenced to barn, but by prompt
action om the part of the employes the
flames were smothered.

Baffled, but not discouraged, the lightning
jumped over to Meadow Lands, six miles
north of Washington, where 20 tanks
belonging to the Southwest Pennsylva-
nia Pipe Line Company are locat d,
and tore a hole intank No, 17, This tank
is enpable of holding 3,000 barrels, but it
contained only 27.000 barrele yesterdsy.
The employes were not ax suocesstul in this
case as they had been at Ewing’s, and the re-
sult was that the entire 27,000 barrels may
be consumed. It was burning fiercely at a
1ate hour last evening. .

A eolumn of smoke, thicker and darker
than the darkest night, rolled and curled
and twisted into a thonsand phaatastical

hapes as it ded trom the center of the
iron boundary. Oceasionslly flames from
the burning il followed the smoke high in
the air.

They Should Always Be Kept Clean,

necﬂomhmﬂun sffirm that clam
juice is in no otherwise 5o enjoyable as irom
the freshly opened ¢l but that limitation
is open to qualifieation if not to question.
It certainly csonot be troe concerning
clams freshly dredged from muddy bottoms,
unwashed and opened carelessly by fellows
with dirty flogers. The mell should be,
for at least a weoek after they are taken trom
their native beds, kept in crates where clean
tide water wa them constantly, and
then, when they have beeu thoroughly
clesnsed, both internally suod exteriorly,
opesed in neat and cleanly fashion. Then
they may indeed be likened unto the straw-
berries of the sen. But it is not easy to get
them so, except at a few spots on
the sea coast, any more thao it is practics-
ble for families generally to keep them
properly and in good condition in ice boxes
or cellars and serve them in hollowed
blocks of ice after the admirable faney style
of first-clasn restaurants.

_And the clam juioe, in its normal condi-
tion, cannot be kept during any consider-
able length of time after it is extracted from
its source. Even the somewhat hiberal pro-
portion of wea water it contains, to
which it doubtless owes some of its medi-
cinal virtues, is not sufficient to preserve it
from speedily decaying and becoming offen-
sive. It may, however, be eﬁwﬂuﬁy re-
served by special treatment, the prin fnl
agency in which is heat, and heat applied
to it is not detrimental, as in the case of the
whole clam, sinee now there is no tissue to
tonghen,

_Indeed, heating to the extent of very con-
siderable reducing its volume by evaporat-
ing its exeuui of ::ur and wi condensing its
stren, as is the practice in preparation
of Btﬂnh]nm’s “Clam Bouillon,” i'lr‘ a very
decided advantage, not only through insur-
inii“ preservation in any climate, but by
enhancing its economic value for family
use

Almost as Popular as Oysters.

Since it has bean ascertained by eminent
medical and chemieal authorities that the
clam contsins iodine and several other of
the saits which make codliver oil so valua-
ble and that therefore in addition to clam
bouillon being a delicately flavored edible
:gm also the medicinal virtues of

liver oil without the nauseating flavor,
clam bouillon bas become very popular
among the weak and debilitated.
rding to commercial reports the clam
now ranks next to the oyster in popularity
and is & very close to that bivalye in
value financially, to the country; but when
its work is ‘properly appreciated and the
knowledge of the excellence and hwefulness
of its prepared juice—as offered in the form
of Burnham's “Clam Bowllon"—is general,
it will no longer hold a secondary place in
relation to either the palates or the pocketa
of the American people.
